Particularly,	for	states	that	have	not	done	29 

this	before,	members	must	reach	out	to	the	appropriate	state	agency,	criminal	justice	bureau,	30 

(spokesperson	for	FBI	in	each	state)	that	has	oversight/authority	for	the	background	check	31 
process.		It	is	important	for	each	state	to	make	sure	that	it	has	the	proper	enabling	language	and	32 

authority	to	conduct	these	background	checks.	Rick	Masters	stated	that	although	the	Compact	has	33 

the	background	check	provision	in	it,	the	FBI	does	not	agree	that	this	language	on	its	own	is	34 
sufficient.	FBI	wants	to	make	sure	these	checks	are	properly	protected	and	that	privacy	is	35 

appropriately	protected.			It	is	not	a	matter	of	sharing	checks	with	the	Commission.		A	possible	36 
webinar	will	be	planned	for	states	working	within	the	five-year	window	to	implement	the	FBI	37 

compliant	check	with	biometric	data.		38
